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Aetna-CVS Deal Expected 


Dow Jones: $66B Buyout Could Come By End Of Month

Hartford-based Aetna Inc. could re- 
ach a buyout deal with CVS Health Corp. 
for $66 billion by the end of this month, 
Dow Jones reported Monday, citing 
unidentified sources. 

The deal had previously been ex- 
pected as early as December. 


Shares closed Monday at $174.97, up 1 
percent. Aetna had traded as high as 
$176.40 earlier in the day, still down from 
the CVS offer of more than $200 a share. 

Dow Jones reported that the deal is 
being driven by the possibility of Ama- 
zon entering the pharmacy business. 
The deal could help CVS make better use 
of its retail space, selling insurance, 
drawing blood and other services Ama- 
zon couldn’t easily match, Dow Jones 


said, citing unnamed people familiar 
with the matter. 

In October, reports surfaced that 
Woonsocket, R.I.-based CVS was pursu- 
ing a buyout of Aetna, which earlier this 
year was rebuffed by government regu- 
lators in a bid to purchase rival Humana. 
The health insurer saw the Humana deal 
as a way to expand its presence in the

Hearing Turns Fiery 


Hundreds Spar Over Proposed Pregnancy Center Ordinance

HARTFORD — Anti-abor- 
tion and pro-abortion rights 
advocates sparred in a fierce, 
standing-room-only hearing 
Monday night over a proposed 
ordinance that would impose 
new regulations on anti-abor- 
tion centers, which critics say 
disseminate misleading or 
nonmedical information to 
pregnant women. 

The ordinance, which 
could go to vote as early as this 
month, would require the 
anti-abortion centers to make 
public the medical credentials 
of their staff and forbid them 
from issuing deceptive or false 
advertising. Monday’s hearing

The Justice Department sued Monday to 
block AT&T’s $85 billion bid for entertain- 
ment conglomerate Time Warner, setting the 
stage for one of the biggest antitrust cases to 
hit Washington in decades.
